This 
is probably a means of prev enting un­

and discontent, though 
ultim ately it makes R ussia ’s econom­ 
ic situation more difficult. 
The bolshev iks feel confident that 
no outside army can take Moscow. 
For Petrograd they fear. 
Its fall 
would be a tremendous moral blow to 
bolshev ism , it is recognized by bol­ 
shev ik leaders, but they hold that the 
economic problem confronting them 
would be m ateria lly improv ed, since 
they would be reliev ed of the respons­ 
ibility for feeding Petrograd. 
The problem confronting Field Mar­ 
shal T r o t s ky is not manpower, but 
finding cannon and locom otiv es Most 
of the soldiers hav e rifles, which they 
proudly display as American makes, 
but artillery to support the infantry is 
lacking.

make up for the shortage by dragging 
guns from one front to the other to 
meet attacks.
